minor  indias tries o There  is  a need  for  new  industries,  and  splendid 
opportimities  exist  for  such  development®

are  the  main  road  know  as  Watling  Street,  the  main  London  to  Crewe 
Railway  line  and  the  Coventry  Canal®  A by-pass  (A5)  to  the  north

Atherstone  is  of  great  antiqij±tyo  Indisputable  evidence  of 
Roman  association  has  been  discovered  from  time  to  time®  Atherstone 
town  was  well  established  in  the  9th  century  and  it  was  entered  in

Although  this  report  eoirerg;  the  year  enciirig  Decsmberg  1969®  I 
feel  tliat  I must  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute:  to  our  late 
Chief  Public  Health  Ins.peetor<, 

Mi’oAetori  wa.s  appointed  to  the  post  of  what  i?s,3  then  knOfe.  as 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Gomcil  in  1913  Si-nA,  served  in  that  capacity?, 
a.nd  later  with  the  growth  of  the  Department  a,s  Chief  Public  Hea^lth 
IriSpector  for  27  yearso 


'Then  first  appointed  he  was  the  onjy  officer  in.  the  Public 
Health  Department; g but  due  to  the  accuMnLahlos  of  work  in  the  war  and 
p.re''?ious  years 5 the  gradual  growth  of  the  population  and  the 
intro  duet  ion,  of  new  legislations  his  respon^sibilities  increased^ 

A full  eneount  of  this  development  was  included  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  19^7  ^hen  Mro Acton  reviewed  growth  of  the  environmental 
health  services  2,n  the  25  yoars  which  he  had  then  served  the  Coumc-ilo 

D'uriug  bis  servi.ce  at  Atherstone  he  proved  himself  to  be  an 
outstandj.ng  officer-^  C'oriscientiousg  efficient  and  eourteous^  whose 
death  will  be  a great  loss  to  the  co.wonity  which  he  served^ 

His  epitap.h  could  well  be  that  he  made  a greater  contribution 
than  any  other  indivi.dual  to  improve  the  sanitary  eircfimstan-ces  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Athens tone® 
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The  mid-year  estimate  of  population  obtained  from  the  Registrar 
deneral'^s  Department  indicated  that^  compared  with  the  preYious  year 
there  was  an  increase  of  1-10  inhabitants  to  3^2 700® 

D\iring  the  year  birth  notifications  numbered  7^9  -=  42  less  thari 

in  19685  but  the  birth  rate  of  21  was  higher  than  the  national  average 
of  20o4o  15  infants  failed  to  survive  the  first  year  of  lifej,  but  in  all 

cases  the  causes  of  death  were  unavoidable  and  not  due  to  neglect® 

The  number  of  deaths  was  352  which  gave  a death  rate  of  11e99 
being  equal  to  the  national  average® 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung  was  almost  twice 
the  number  recorded  in  my  previous  report  •=  23  compared  vd,th.  13°  It 

woxild  be  unwise  however  to  attach  too  m.uch  importance  to  the  figure  for 
one  year 5 but  a close  watch  mil  be  kept  on  future  trends® 

It  is  now  a well  known  fact  that  there  is  a proved  statistical 
relationship  between  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked  and  the  incidence  of 
this  disease®  Evidarjce  is  also  accumulating  that  many  forms  of 
atmospher.Tc  pollution  may  be  contributory  causes  of  this  diseases  and  greater 
efforts  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  futui’e  to  abate  this  potential  danger 
to  health. 


Although  no  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  in  any  of  the  '"Black 
Areas"  of  the  countrjfj  the  burning  of  bituminous  coal  in  domestic  grates 
can  give  rise  to  areas  of  pollution  which  are  as  bad  as  those  that  exist 
in  our  large  cities®  Y/ith  this  in  mind  a j)reliminary  survey  was  made  during 
the  year  with  the  object  of  declaring  a.  smoke  control  area  a,t  Polesworth* 
Unfortunately  the  Ministry  concerned  advised  that  in  view  of  the 
rmoertainty  of  the  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  that  any  action 
under-  the  Clean  Air  Act  should  be  deferred  for  the  present* 

Certain  industrial  chimneys  in  tb«  area  gave  rise  to  much  ooncera 
owing  to  the  excessive  amount  of  smoke  emitted.®  These  complaints  took 
up  much  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  visited  and  gave 
advice  on  the  correct  stoking  procedures®  This  lead  to  an  improvement 
but  the  matter  is  still  being  kept  under  review® 

The  highest  single  cause  of  death  during  the  year  was  coronary 
thrombosis  and  other  heart  diseases 5 which  accounted  for  91  fatalities® 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  exact  cause  of  this  condition  and  until  a 
gr-eater  knowledge  is  available  there  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  reduce 
the  mortality  from  this  disease® 

There  were  I03  cases  of  infectioiis  diseases  notified  during  the 

year* 


Oiitbreaks  of  measles  tend  to  occur  in  alternate  years,  the  last 
being  in  I967  when  338  cases  Were  notified®  The  number  of  cases  notified 
in  1969  amounted  to  only  50  and  this  was  thought  to  be  the  resiHt  of  the 
immunisation  programme  which  v/as  started  in  the  middle  of  the  year® 
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'The  reroainder  of  this  report  is  self  explanatory  and  there  is 
nothing  farther  of  note  that  I wish  to  drav;  to  the  attention  of  the 
Councilo

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemenj 

This  is  not  my  Report|  it  is,  in  fact,  the  27th  Annual  Report 
of  Mr, SeBeActon,  much  of  the  material  for  which  was  prepared  before 
his  sudden,  and  untimely,  death  on  5th  June,  1970®  However,  I found 
that  no  preface  to  the  Report  had  been  prepared  and  it  is  therefore 
necessary  for  me  to  complete  this  work® 

Looking  back  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  1944j  Mr, Acton® 3 second  Report,  I find  tiiat  2,740  visits  regarding 
housing  complaints  were  made  during  that  year  » he  was  then  sole 
Inspector  - this  increased  to  5^.070  in  1948c  This  type  of  v/ork  is 
at  a minimum  today  because  of  the  trend  to  j^eople  owning  their  own  houses, 
and  is  an  indication  of  just  one  of  the  changes  in  the  work  of  the  depart^ 
ment. 


In  1947si  780  houses  shared  WoC®s|  499  relied  on  standpipes  for 
their  water  supply?  83  had  no  sink  and  438  had  a sink  only  in  the  v/ash- 
house.  These  are  circiimstances  which  are  virtually  unheard  of  today. 

Slum  clearance,  which  had  been  delayed  due  to  the  War,  was  started  again 
in  1956,  and  since  then  some  950  houses  htave  been  demolished.  All  these 
improvements,  and  the  fact  that  slxmi  clearance  is  now  virtually  completed, 
are  due  bo  MroActon's  activities. 

When  the  department  took  over  control  of  the  refuse  collection 
service  in  1946  only  one  Parish  was  served  by  direct  labour,  the  remainder 
being  carried  out  by  contractor.  Today  the  service  employs  six  refuse 
collection  vehicles  and  twenty-three  men  who  make  some  1 2,0(X)  calls  per 
week  and  provide  a service  which  gives  rise  to  relatively  few  complaints. 
Much  of  the  success  of  tliis  service  during  recent  years  has  been  due  to 
the  Bonus  Incentive  Scheme  devised  and  initiated  by  MroActon,  who,  to  use 
his  own  words,  believed  that  - ”He  who  is  most  productive  in  his  own 
sphere  should  receive  most  money". 
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I have  not  presumed  to  anticipate  what  Mr«,Acton  would  have 
written  , rather  have  I attempted  to  indicates  even  if  only  briefly, 
the  progress  which  has  been  made  during  his  27  years  as  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  your  Council,,  The  improvement  of  living 
conditions  for  everyone  - environmental  health  - was  always  his 
first  aim  in  work,  and  I have,  therefore,  no  doubt  that  one  item  he 
would  have  included  in  the  preface  to  this  Report  would  have  been 
Housing  Improvement  Areas,  in  which  he  was  particularly  interested® 
Since  19^5  eight  Improvement  Areas,  covering  over  1,000  houses,  have 
been  declared  by  your  Council  and,  within  the  year  covered  by  this 
Report,  the  first  G-eneral  Improvement  Area  under  the  I969  Housing 
Act  was  in  course  of  preparation!  it  has  now  been  declared  and  work 
in  connection  with  it  is  proceeding  well® 

Mr, Ac ton  always  did  everything  he  could  for  his  staff,  both 
office  and  outdoor,  and  he  has  been  sadly  missed*  I know  he  would 
have  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  support  and  help  received 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  (Councillor  S* 
Chetwynd)  and  Committee  members!  Mr, PoHibbert  and  Mr*HsM*Blackshaw, 
Additional  Public  Health  Officers  and  to  his  excellent  clerical  staff, 
Mrs, J, Clamp  and  Mrs*L,Assone 

Having  worked  with  him  for  n1-gh  on  25  years  I know  this  to  be 
true!  now,  having  been  appointed  to  succeed  him,  I shall  make  every 
effort  to  continue  his  xvork*  It  \'0.11  not  be  easy*

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  are  regularly  carried 
out  by  the  respective  Water  Undertakers  and  throu^  this  Department#

Mains  waters  supplied  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Company

MILK  SUPPLIES 

Since  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations p I96O5 
came  into  force  in  I96I,  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  as 
Food  and  Drugs  Authorit3i"s  has  been  responsible  for  the  issuing 
of  Dealers’  Licences, 

As  Local  Sanitarjr  Authority  we  have  certain  public  health 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  milk  supplies. 

The  County  Health  Inspector  informs  me  that  during  I969 
10  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  biological  examination  from 
producers  in  our  Area,  All  gave  negative  results  for  tubercle 
bacilli. 


Also  89  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  submitted  to 
Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests  - 1 failed  the  former  test, 
54  samples  of  Sterilised  Milk  were  found  to  satisfy  the  Turbidity 
Test* 
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SLAUG-HTERHOUSES 


Pour  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  in  the  year  I969.  Two 
are  situate  in  the  central  area,  one  in  the  southern  and  one  in 
the  western  part  of  the  District.  No»1  Central  slaughterhouse, 
which  has  always  been  our  largest  producer  of  wholesale  meat, 
ceased  operation  early  in  I969. 

In  1966,  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  were 
designed  to  bring  about  the  full  inspection  of  all  home  killed 
meat  before  it  leaves  a slaughterhouse,  by  empowering  local 
authorities  to  fix  the  times  at  which  slau^tering  may  take  place 
in  any  private  slaughterhouse. 

100^  meat  inspection  has  taken  place  in  Atherstone  since 
"slaughtering  freedom  day"  in  195'+«>  Present  hours  of  slaughter 
enable  the  bulk  of  meat  inspection  to  be  done  in  office  hours; 
overtime,  for  which  time  in  lieu  is  allowed,  has  to  be  worked 
during  Bank  Holiday  periods. 

After  due  consideration,  the  Council  decided  not  to  specify 
hours  of  slaughter  for  any  slaugliterhouse  within  the  District,  but 
if  future  developments  call  for  limitation  of  hours  the  Council 
could  then  act.

Although  the  number  of  visits  made  'under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  was  less  than  in  the  previous  yearj  routine  work  was  maintained 
as  far  as  possible.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  IO4  visits  made 
entailed  complete  inspections  covering  all  aspects  of  the  Act  and 
Regulations.  A number  of  contraventions  v/ere  found  andj,  generally 
speaking,  received  fairly  prompt  attention  by  the  person  responsible 
upon  informal  approach^  a few  defects  were  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Structural  defects,  concerning  floors  and  staircases, 
featured  amongst  the  items  receiving  attention. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  in  premises  registered  under 
the  Act  tends  to  varj,"  considerably  and  it  is  difficult,  mdthout  an 
annual  inspection  of  all  premises  so  registered,  to  give  an  accurate 
figure  of  the  total  nujDber  of  workers  covered  by  its  provisions. 

Indeed,  a mmber  of  premises  originally  registered  have,  on  sub- 
sequent visits,  been  foxuid  not  to  be  subject  to  the  Act  because  the 
one  employee,  making  the  registration  necessary,  was  no  longer 
employed;  quite  often  the  contrary  applies.  The  Register  showed 
some  772  persons  employed  in  208  premises  registered  xinder  the  Act. 
Routine  visits  for  other  purposes  frequently  reveal  that  premises 
are  not  registered  when  they  should  be;  in  fact  seven  of  the  nine 
premises  newly  registered  during  the  year  Y/ere  found  in  this  way. 

Accidents 


Only  three  accdients  were  reported  during  the  year;  all 
were  investigated  but  none  was  of  a serious  nature.  It  seems 
remarkable  that  wi.bh  over  700  people  eaiployed  in  premises  covered  by 
the  Act  only  three  accidents  should  be  reported  in  two  years.

The  Midlands  Hydroplane  Club  continued  their  racing  activities 
at  Bodymoor  Heath  on  alternate  Sundays  throu^out  their  summer 
seasouo 


The  Club  have  a rule  regarding  noise  produced  by  their  racing 
boats  and  there  is  good  evidence  to  indicate  that^  as  far  as  possibles 
the  rule  is  enforced,,  One  complaint  was  received  towards  the  end  of 
the  racing  season* 

Industrial  Noise 

Complaints  were  received  from  one  source  only  regarding  noise 
from  a factory  producing  plastic  goods*  Investigation  revealed  that 
this  was  a very  hi^  pitched  noise  produced  by  a small  circular  saw 
used  for  separating  plastic  mouldings* 

Several  visits  were  made  at  night  and  on  at  least  one  occasion 
it  was  found  that  factory  doors  and  windows  were  open  because  of 
ambient  and  factory  temperature*  Some  reorganisation  of  factory 
procedure  appears  to  have  satisfied  the  complainant* 


COLLIERY  SPOIL  BANKS 

The  Baddesley  Colliery  Spoil  Bank^  which  \vas  commenced  in  1955s 
was  we  11 -maintained  and  kept  free  from  nuisance  throu^out  1969®  The 
layering  and  consolidation  of  the  spoil  has  proved  successful  and  the 
internal  heat  and  fire  is  not  superficially  evident* 

There  is  only  one  other  coal  mine  in  our  District  (Birch 
Coppice),  which  has  a burning  spoil  bank  in  current  use*  It  is  so 
situate  that  nuisance  to  residents  does  not  occur.

Industrial  Pollution 


Casual  observations  were  maintained  during  the  year  but 
beyond  the  occasional  visit  to  boiler  house  no  further  action  was 
found  necessary. 

Prior  Approval  and  Chimney  Heights 

Three  notifications  were  received  of  intention  to  install 
new  boiler  equipment.  All  the  notifications  included  application 
for  prior  approval  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  each  was 
granted  without  modification.  The  applications  also  related  to 
chimney  heigiits  and  each  case  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Measurement 


The  measurement  of  air  pollution,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Technology's 
laboratory  at  Warren  Springs  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  instruments  in  regular  use  are  three  daily  volumetric 
instruments,  all  being  of  the  eight  port  type,  and  one  deposit 
gauge  at  Atherstone,  The  Table  I following  gives  results  from 
the  deposit  gauge,  whilst  figures  1 and  2 on  pages  52  and  53  give 
the  results  obtained  from  the  daily  volimietric  instrument  at  the 
Council  Offices,

Contract  Rodent  Control  commenced  on  the  1st  Januaryj  l957o 

At  the  end  of  1969,  the  value  of  Annual  Contracts  held  was 
£925o  All  Contracts  are  made  to  expire  on  the  31st  December  each 

year.  Contracts  to  the  value  of  £920  were  immediately  renewed 

for  the  year  19706 

All  contract -holding  premises  are  visited  once  each  month 
after  an  initial  extermination  of  ratso  From  5 to  25  protected 
Warfarin  baiting  points  are  maintained  at  all  premiseso 

All  sewage  works,  refuse  tips  and  Council  Depots  are  dealt 
with  on  a Contract  basis.  We  contract  to  the  North  East  Warwick- 
shire Water  Board  to  keep  their  pumping  station  areas,  depots  and 
service  reservoir  grounds  free  from  infestations,  and  similarly 
to  the  National  Coal  Board  in  respect  of  five  collerieso 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  en^loyedo  He  is  equipped 
with  a 7 c^vto  van  and  tools  and  materialSo  His  diligent  work  is 
encouraged  by  giving  him  a pecuniary  interest  in  the  form  of  a 
bonus  on  the  value  of  all  contracts  held  at  the  1ifth  December  in 
each  year. 

The  cost  of  the  Rodent  Control  Service,  excluding  administration 
is  in  the  region  of  £1,500  per  annum.  Because  of  income,  only  about 
£520  per  annm  is  a direct  rate  charge. 
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226  (265  in  1968)  complaints  of  infestations  were 
received  in  the  year®  29  were  of  mice;  being  22  at  dwelling- 
houses,  1 at  a shop,  4 at  schools,  and  2 at  public  houses*  All 
the  reported  197  infestations  of  rats  were  of  a minor  character; 
158  were  at  dwelling-houses,  10  at  farms,  8 at  factories,  8 at 
shops,  3 at  schools,  1 at  an  allotment,  4 at  warehouses,  2 at 
petrol  filling  stations,  and  3 at  public  houses* 

Dwelling-houses  are  treated  free  of  cost*  Contract  terms 
are  offered  for  farms  and  places  of  business,  or  exterminations 
carried  out  at  cost  plus  20/b  establishment  charge®
